This Office action is responsive to communication received 08/29/2005 - 
Amendment. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, It MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Karl Steins (Reg. No. 40,186), on December 20, 2005. 

The application has been amended as indicated below. During the interview with 
applicant's attorney, it was agreed to amend claim 9 to include language in the 
preamble to clearly recite the combination of a golf club head and an alignment 
assembly. It was further agreed to amend the specification to provide proper antecedent 
basis for the claimed subject matter now provided in claims 1 and 12 with respect to the 
thick and thin portions, with these features being cleariy shown in originally filed Figures 
10A and 10B. 

IN THE CLAIMS; 

Claim 9 - line 1 . before "An", the phrase -In combination with a golf club head- 
has been INSERTED and the term "An" has been replaced with -an— and the temi "a" 
has been CHANGED to -said- . 
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IN THE SPECIFICATION: 

Page 12, line 12, after "Invention.", the following phrase has been INSERTED: 

-The head is defined by a face, top surface, a projection surface, a front thick 
portion adjacent to the face, a central thinner portion adjacent to the front thick portion 
and a rear thick portion in spaced relation to the front thick portion. - - 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-5 
and 7-18 are allowable over the prior art references of record in view of the arguments 
advanced by the applicant on page 9, lines 14-20 of the remarks received 08/29/2005. 
Moreover, the applicant's arguments on page 6, line 14 through page 7, line 5 of the 
08/29/2005 remarks overcome the new matter rejection under 35 USC §1 12. The 
newly cited reference to Olsavsky (U.S. Publication 2005/0227783) shows a putter 
having a front portion, rear portion and a central member connecting the front and rear 
members. However, it would not have been obvious to modify the Olsavsky device or 
any of the remaining prior art devices of record to include a head, alignment assembly 
and alignment image, as required by claim 1 , or a dome and a void in combination with 
a head, as defined by claim 9, or a golf club head having parallactic alignment means 
and planar alignment means, as set forth in claim 12.
